Racial Tension 


Uneasy students make grievances 


Known through walk-outs, demonstrations 


An ominous splash of scarlet 
glowed on the horizon. Henderson 
was in a State of astonishment as 
blacks burned property to prove 
their intentions. 

No one believed it would ever 
happen in our quiet little town. Yet 
HHS students and Henderson resi- 
dents were forced to face reality 
when black students staged a ‘‘walk- 
out”’. 

This was only the beginning. A 
list of student demands was pre- 
sented to the school board and a 
march to Henderson made na- 
tional news. 


An October Monday was declared 
‘Black Monday” as Governor Robert 
Scott ordered National Guardsmen 
to come to Henderson and make 
HHS their headquarters. Our town 
trembled under protection of cur- 
few. 

All felt tragic effects when the 
remaining football games and 
Homecoming were abolished. Stu- 
dents anticipated a grim, restrictive 
year ahead. Yet somehow tempers 
slowly cooled and HHS began to re- 
gain the confidence in her com- 
munity.

Anticipation, tension, relief — 
the season for these emotions and 
more was football. Chills as the 
HHS band approached the field, 
standing for the National Anthem 
and the kickoff, cheering a success- 
ful run, embraces or tears — these 
were typical occurrences at every 
football game. 

Not only at home games, but also 
away, there were always crowds of 
spirited Bulldog fans. Cold weather 
could not turn away supporters as 





they left at 6:30 knowing they must 
cheer even louder to make up for 
absences. 

The stops at Shoney's or Mac- 
Donald’s for snacks usually gave the 
ride home a pleasant atmosphere 
regardless of the outcome of the 
games. 

October 23, 1970 — none realized 
this home game would be the last. 
Racial tension brought about an 
unexpected end to the Bulldogs’ 
most promising season.

A very familiar and convenient 
development, the Henderson Mall, 
started commercial business into 
operation with six new stores. 

Several new industries sprang up 
in the Henderson area. Closed in 
1958, the Tungsten Mine was reacti- 
vated. The Kerilon Industry, origi- 


nating in Finland, came to our com- 
munity manufacturing yarns. 

Fram Corporation opened a plant 
producing air-conditioning filters. 
This multi-million dollar project 
attracted other commercial indus- 
tires helping contribute to the 
growth of our town.
